The present compounds as defined in claim 1 having insectlcidal activity are seen to 
mainly differ from related known insectlcidal compounds (see D1 as the closest prior 
art) by possessing a 0,N and or S-heteroatom containing terminal R,o group which is 
bound via an alkenylene (R^^C=CR^2) alkynylene moiety (R" =R^^ = bond) to a 
phenylene or pyridylene group. The claimed compounds are thus novel the available 
prior art (Art. 33(2) PCT). 

Moreover, D1 does not teach or suggest such a particular structural modification, of. the 
corresponding definitions of and L in the claims and the more detailed, information 
thereto on pages 63,68,79 and 80 of the prior art document. In this connection it should 
be born in mind that the chemical structure of general fomnula (I) presented in D1 has a 
number of different sites which might be modified. 

The provision of the present compounds and/or composition (claims 1-7) may thus be 
seen as providing an enrichment of the state of the art concerning insectlcidal 
compounds in a non-obvious manner. The claimed subject-matter of the present 
application is therefore also considered to meet the criteria of inventive step (Art. 33(3) 
PCT.
